I use an Outbacker TriSplit, which breaks up into three two-foot sections 
and tucks nicely into a small vinyl case. It covers all the HF bands quite 
nicely. 


The problem is that you need a ground plane, of course. I've used a scrap 
piece of sheet metal (mine came from my uncle's air conditioning business), 
but that is fairly heavy and cumbersome, at least for someone my size. It

I read the digest, so my apologies if someone's already posted 


Joe lives in a nice new frame and stucco single story house, typical 
of the new developments in Phoenix. The house is covered with wire 
mesh to let the stucco adhere, making a type of reflector. Before the 
back yard was sodded, Joe picked a spot to put up a vertical. He put 
down 32 copper radials on the ground and a PVC pipe for the coax feed, 
which were covered up with the sod. When he wants to operate, he puts 
his 20' fishing pole into the socket in the ground, and clip-leads the 
antenna wire to the coax feed. Goes up real fast, small profile, and 
it can't be seen at nite! The 20' pole is naturally resonant on 

30 meters (so he operates there a lot!). 


For 40 meter operation, he has a 13' wire piece that he hooks onto the 
end of his radiator and runs over (with fishing line, I think)to the peak 
of the roof. His Fox catching performance last year (97-98) with this 
antenna was very good, showing what a resonant vertical with a good 
ground plane will do. We all dream of great antennas, but have to live 
within our constraints. Joe has come up with a solution that works very 


well for his situation. :-)

Someone said they didn't like the coaxial power connectors because they 
pulled out too easily, and someone else said that they shouldn't be THAT 
easy to pull out accidentally. Here's my experience from work last month: 
We bought a new scanner for one of the computers, and it has a coaxial 
power connector for 12 volts input. The stoopid thing was almost impossible 
to keep in the socket! If you so much as brushed the cable, it would fall 
out. I was about ready to epoxy it in place or use some duct tape to hold 
it on. 


Then I tried an experiment--I took an Xacto knife and sliced 1/8" of the 
rubber or soft plastic body away from the metal barrel (an arbitrary 
amount). That allowed it to go 1/8" farther into the socket and mate fully, 
and we haven't had a bit of trouble with it falling out since! If you have 
coaxial power connectors that don't seem to hold as well as you like, and 
they have soft plastic bodies, you might try slicing off a bit of the body 
to allow a better fit.

Hi gang, 


The famous AADE L/C meter has been reviewed here and elsewhere before, and I 
don't think we need to do formally again. It costs about 90 bucks in kit 
form, and it is trivially easy to build for an experienced builder. It took 
me 90 minutes, with time spent figuring out what parts were intended to go 
where, and why. I figure even a less experience builder who take the time to 
read the construction info can do this kit in short order, though the 
instructions consist primarily of "look at the picture and solder in the 
parts as shown." Anyway, there is so much room on the PC board, it can't be 
considered a skill sharpener for the K2, but it should be handy to have 
around for big projects like that. 

For some years now, I had been using a Commodore 64 with an outboard 
oscillator rig (the folks at Commodore built an A/D converter into that 
little computer--way ahead of its time). The system I used was based on my 
own improvements on a_ program published in 73 about 15 years ago. The 
system actually uses the same principle as the AADE system, albeit somewhat 
cruder in its operation. It calculates the part value based on the change in 
the oscillator frequency when the part is added to the circuit. Still, it 
did measure caps and inductors with more than adequate accuracy; of course, 
it took some cooking to stabilize the oscillator, and it's set up in the 
operating room part of the shack, not the workshop, so parts had to be walked 
into the next room to be measured, an inconvenience. Now, I can't decide 
whether to retire the C64 entirely, as it also functions as a packet/rtty 
terminal with the PK64. Nowadays, I suppose, I could bring the laptop in 
there when I really want to copy packet (once a year maybe). 


Anyway, I like the L/C meter, it works just as advertised; no fuss, no mess. 
I suppose now I'll wonder how I ever got along without it. 

That's my report.

The IC-706, even in its latest incarnation, has a lot of nice features, 
but I'd consider it a "beginner" radio for HF work. Although you can 
get 250 Hz and 500 Hz CW filters for the 706, I would not consider it a 
rig for a serious CW operator. And, as you observed, the current drain 
on receive is a bit taxing for portable QRP operation. 


>From what I've read, getting the K2 and putting it on the air, may 
cause me to want to sell some of my other QRP gear: Ten-Tec Argo 556, 
Argonaut 515, HW-8 and Index Labs QRP Plus.

Well I have one too and use it a lot. It is great on Capacitance but 
not very useful, AT ALL TIME, for inductors. I use the meter to 
identify parts a lot, including inductors. The problem with Inductance 
on this meter is, it measures inductance at a specific frequency which 
is not adjustable. Since the meter does this, it probably is not going 
to measure your inductor at it's intended operating frequency. 
(Inductors show different inductance at different frequencies). 
Consequently, if you tune your coils to the proper inductance using the 
AADE meter, you probably will be off where you want to use the 
inductors. I measured all my toroids I wound in my Sierra and K2 with 
the AADE, as I built them, and non of them, as expected, showed the 
inductance I was winding per the kit instructions. All this is OK if 
you realize what is happening. If I would have changed my inductors, I 
would have screwed things up big time. If you want to wind a choke for 
some lowest operating frequency, no problem. However, you would be 
better off using an MFJ 259B at the operating frequency to tune an 
inductor, in a resonant circuit, than using a AADE. If you are trying to 
wind a low pass filter to certain inductances using a AADE, you are 
asking for failure, for the above mentioned reason. I love my AADE 
meter, but like anything else, you need to know it's limitations, where 
to use it and where not to use it.

I respectfully beg to differ. 


I did an experiment with a fellow that owned a RF-1 meter. I wound a 
couple of T37-2 and T37-6 torriods and measuered them with the L/CII 
meter. I then sent them to him and he measured the coils at varrious 
frequencies. I've since lost the notes, but the difference was 
minimual, so slight that handling and the wires shifting on the core 
while in the mail could explain the difference. In any event, the 
varriation amounted to a couple of percent, at most. 


If someone has both a L/C II and RF-1, maybe they can duplicate the 
experiment and report the findings. 


One should note that while winding a torroid, there can be 
significant varriation in the inductance depending on how tight the 
wire is wound and how the wire is spaced on the core. (plus there can 
be some varriation in the "mu" between cores, even from the same lot) 
I've measured coils of less than 0.1 uhy to use in VHF circuits on 
the L/CII and had them come up right on the money when put in the 
circuit. 


I trust the readings of my L/C II implicitly and is one handy piece 
of test gear! Botom line is even if the inductance isn't exactly the 
same at the operating frequency as it is at the measurment frequency, 
the difference is mimimual and having a good idea what the value is 
is better than not knowing at all.
